With the greeting, “This is Gary Cooper number 2,” Com- 
mander Corydon M. Wassell, the naval medical hero, ad- 
dressed corpsmen and staff officers at noon last Tuesday, 
July 11, in the chow hall. 

Cited with the Navy Cross for evacuating from Java, a 
group of wounded men from the cruisers Houston and 
Marblehead early in 1942, Doctor Wassell repeatedly stated 
that the Navy Cross he wears belongs more to the sailors 
he brought out. As the doctor put it, “Those boys really 
had guts!”

> Commander Wassell experienced 
no difficulty in making friends 
among the hospital’s corpsmen, 
Waves and cadet nurses. His droll 
Arkansas humor kept everyone in 
stitches. He referred to Navy nurses 
as “battleaxes,” with the explana- 
tion that it was a term of endear- 
ment with him. He demonstrated 
again and again why enlisted men 
speak so highly of him by prefer- 
ring to be called just plain “Doc.” 

The Doctor spoke in a kindly, 
genial manner that caused his lis- 
teners to hang on every word. 
With a twinkle in his eyes, he de- 
scribed his marriage in China and 
how he and his wife spent their 
honeymoon together on a mine- 
sweeper until Naval authorities 
caught wind of the event.

Answering countless questions as 
to the truth of the movie, “Doctor 
Wassell,” which is currently being 
shown in Seattle theatres, the 
Commander verified 98% of it. The 
cinema was adapted from the book 
of the same name which was writ- 
ten by James Hilton, author of 
“Lost Horizon” and many other 
popular novels.

To the Editor: 

The startling headlines and 
interesting article recently pub- 
lished in the Seattle P.-I. about our 
Cpl. Belt who strangled the Major 
of the Imperial Japanese Marines 
opens an unusual line of thought. 

What manner of a man was this 
whose career ended so suddenly in 
mortal combat with our quiet man- 
nered friend? The Imperial Jap- 
anese Marines are not Japs. They 
are foreign mercenaries recruited 
from Mongolia, that mysterious 
hinterland that down through his- 
tory has produced the most vicious 
marauders the earth has ever 
known. It is a little known land 
that lies west of Manchuria, south 
of Siberia and northwest of China. 
It produced the Huns who under 
the leadership of Attila rolled 
through central Asia like a tidal 
wave to the gates of Rome. It nur- 
tured the hordes that followed 
Genghis Khan on his march of 
world conquest until his final de- 
feat on the plains of Hungary at the 
hands of allied armored Knights. 
From this little known land of 
desert, oasis and endless plains rode 
forth the devastating Marauders of 
Timur, the Lame, (the Yamurlane 
of history) in his fanatic crusade 
to level all cities and reduce every- 
thing to endless grazing land for 
his nomadic tribes. Some ethnolo- 
gists connect the forebearers of our 
Pa Ute and Apache Indian tribes 
with this same region. We now 
meet the descendants of these tribes 
in the uniform of the Japanese Em- 
pire. 

It is generally understood that in 
most cases these Marines are offi- 
cered by Japs. This Major was a 
Mongolian. It can easily be seen, 


therefore, that an individual of for- 
eign race, recruited as a mercenary 
who could rise to the rank of Major 
in the service of Japan would be 
an outstanding specimen both men- 
tally and physically. 

When our Selective Service Act 
was originally enacted men between 
21 and 45 were reduced to 18 to 38. 
Still later we read that while men 
in non-essential industries are to 
be called up to 38 there would be 
more leeway in granting defer- 
ments between 26 and 38. Under 26 
no one was to be deferred except in 
most extreme cases. 

Delving further into news items, 
announcements and commentators’ 
opinions we uncover certain per- 
tinent points of interest. The av- 
erage age of enlisted men in the 
Navy seems to be about 22, in the 
Marines 20. An extreme effort is to 
be made to reduce the average age 
of the Army which is much higher 
to somewhere near these figures. 
To obtain an average of 22 or 23 
naturally there will be an immense 
number of our fighting men going 
into action at 18 and even 17 years 
of age. 

With our hair trigger weapons of 
modern warfare and the admitted 
split second reactions of youth it is 
understandable that kids of 17 to 22 
would be highly regarded as fighter 
pilots, aerial gunners and bombar- 
diers in the Army, Navy and Ma- 
rine Air Corps. When the foot sol- 
dier moves in however, individual 
combat becomes possible with mod- 
ern weapons just out of reach and 
the record shows the man who met 
and killed barehanded an outstand- 
ing product of a race which has 
fathered some of the most vicious 
fighters the world has ever known 
was not an 18 year old kid but a 
well conditioned, perfectly trained, 
matured man of 28.
